LICENSE OBTAINED FROM 
W. LINCOLN QUESTIONED

The Club Safari—located in the Midway Addition claimed 


by both Lincoln and West Lincoln—has a bottle club license, 
but should it? 


Club manager Ken Bolus said Wednesday he "picked 


up the bottle club license about 11 o'clock last night." 


Earlier t li a I night (Tues-r 
ay). Lincoln police officers' 
day 
had talked with Bolus con- 
cerning club operations a n d 
licensing. 


The Lincoln officers—six of 


them 
led by Capt. Robert 


Sawdon—were back Wednes- 
day night for what Sawdon 
called "a routine inspection 
of one of the bottle clubs in 
the city of Lincoln." 


Sawdon and two detectives 


entered the club and talked 
with Bolus while three officers 
and a police dog waited in 
two cruisers outside. 


Rolus said he admitted the 


officers under protest. "This 
visit was pure harassment 
and they (the police) are try- 
Ing to r u i n my business." 
Bolus said. "I feel that they 
arc trying to force the Safari 
Club i'nto paying the Lincoln 
occupation tax." 


West Lincoln's tax is S240. 


he said, while Lincoln's would 
be S600. Bolus said his at- 
torney advised him to pay the 
West "Lincoln tax since 
the 


village's annexation of t h e 
area preceded action by the 
Lincoln City Council. 


Sawdon described the visit 


to the Safari as "no different 
than visits to any of the bottle 
clubs operating under the pro- 
visions of the city's bottle 
club licensing laws." 


Injunction Issued 


Last Sept. 20, Lancaster 


District Judge Bartlctt Boylcs 
jssued a temporary injunction 
against the State Liquor Con- 
trol Commission and W e s t 
Lincoln Village Clerk H e l e n 
Pearson from issuing a club 
license to the Club Safari Inc. 


Asked if the restraining 


order is still in effect against 
issuance or delivery of the li- 
cense, Mrs. Pearson told The 
Star, "I didn't deliver it." 


She declined further ques- 


tions, saying the reporter 
"should talk with Mr. Chap- 
man."

such conditions can be spelled 
out, one official said, 
"but 


anyone can tell whether a 
regime is planning early elec- 
tions and embracing constitu- 
tional procedures." 


Not Enough

Into Elliptical Orbit 


Cape Canaveral, Fla. WV-1 phases of flight were ex- 


Two sentinel satellites rock-1 tremely successful and that 


the satellites had 
cted into successful elliptical 
orbits Wednesday night en 
route to 57.000-milo-high sta- 
tions as the first step toward 
U.S. development of a fool- 
proof system to detect nuclear 
explosions in space. 


Both satellites roared aloft 


atop a 10-story-tall Atlas- 
Agena rocket and settled into 
egg-shaped p a t h s ranging 
from 230 to 57.000 miles above 
the Earth. But the twin satel- 
lites must fly a complex flight 
p a t t e r n before they reach 
their ultimate goals. 


The launching of the twin 


sentries clearly demonstrat- 
ed United States determina- 
tion to perfect a foolproof 
means of spotting if the Soviet 
Union or any other nation vio- 
lates the partial nuclear test 
ban treaty which became ef- 
fective last Thursday. 


The firing was conducted 


under a Defense Department 
secrecy shroud, but reliable 
sources reported the early 


i me suieuuus nau separated 
, and entered the intended elon- 
gated orbits, about 20 miles 
apart and racing upward. 


Some 18 hours after launch- 


ing—about 2:30 p.m. (CST) 
Thursday—a small rocket is 
to fire to place satellite No. 1 
onto c i r c u l a r orbit where 
57,000 miles will be both the 
high and low point of the 
orbital path. 


No. 2 is to continue on the 


elliptical course for another 
full revolution, about 36 hours 
more, until it reaches the 
high point the second time. 
Then it also is to be arrested 
there by a tiny rocket. By 
then, the first satellite will 
be nearly half a world away 
and the two would be in 
identical orbits but separated 
by about 100,000 miles.

TWA, Pan Am Call Off Merger 


New York CP>—Trans World 


Airlines and Pan American 
W o r l d Airways Wednesday 
called off a proposal to merge 
into the nation's largest air 
transportation system. 


Framed in December 1901, 


the plan quickly ran into com- 
plications in the courts and 
witli government agencies. Its 
abandonment was reported 
imminent in recent weeks. 


The two carriers said the 


proposal was dropped because 
it appeared that needed ap- 
provals could not be gained 
to permit consummation with- 
in a "reasonable" time. 


The break-up was the latest 


in a s c r i c s of rail and air 
transportation 
consolidation 


proposals to go sour or en- 
counter serious impediments 
—notably government opposi- 
tion. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board 


last June turned thumbs down 
on an American-Eastern air- 
lines merger proposal, scal- 
ing its doom. 


And two weeks ago, the Ken- 


nedy administration took a 
firm stand against combining 
the Pennsylvania and New 
York Central railroads into a 
$4 billion c o m p a n y . The 
Pennsy-Cenlral plan is still 
alive. 


The Pan Am-TWA merger 


would have joined a prosper- 
ous overseas 
carrier. Pan 


Am, with a domestic-interna- 
tional operator, TWA, which 
lost money in 1961 and 19G2 
but since has had a sharp up- 
turn in its fortunes. 


The merged company would 


have had assets of $1.2 bil- 
lion, 80,000 route miles serv- 
ing 1G9 U.S. and foreign cities 
and nearly 44,000 employes. 
It would have replaced United 
Airlines as No. 1 in size. 


Presidents of the two car- 


riers, Juan T. Trippc of Pan 
Am, and Charles C. Tilling- 
hast. Jr. of TWA announced 
they were calling it quits.

Regard Incident 


As Serious 


Berlin (ft — Soviet troops 


held up a British convoy for 
nine hours Wednesday in a 
renewal of pressure on t h e 
Western allies' lifeline at the 
edge of Berlin. The incident 
was viewed as serious here 
and in Washington. 


Informed sources said Bril- 


I s h authorities here w e r e 
convinced that the S o v i e t 
action, second such incident 
since Saturday, was deliber- 
ate. It appeared to some offi- 
cers that the Russians were 
trying to probe Western re- 
actions should they clamp a 
stranglehold on the land link 
between Berlin and Western 
Germany. 


The Soviets kept the barrier 


d o w n because the British 
commander refused to order 
his troops to dismount to be 
counted. The c o n v o y even- 
tually continued its journey 
without the British bowing to 
the Soviet demand. 


Same Officer 


A British spokesman noted 


that the same Soviet officer 
delayed the British convoy 
Wednesday and the American 
convoy last week. The officer, 
Col. Sergin (first name un- 
available), has long experi- 
ence on autobahn control. 


W e s t e r n allied circles 


viewed the fact of Scrgin's 
presence on both occasions as 
undermining the theory orig- 
inally put forward in Wash- 
ington and London that the 
trouble arose from misunder- 
standings at the local level 
and was not provoked on or- 
ders from Moscow. 


But the United States took 


a serious view of the latest 
incident. It appeared to U.S. 
officials in Washington to be 
an attempt by the S o v i e t 
Union to establish its own 
rules on clearance procedure 
on the vital land link to Ber- 
lin. 


Must Stop 


In London, Foreign Secreta- 


ry Lord Home told the Rus- 
sians they must stop further 
interference with British mil- 
itary traffic to and from Ber- 
lin. 


After the nine-hour holdup, 


the Russians permitted the 
small British convoy of nine 
vehicles and 28 men to pro- 
ceed to West Germany. But a 
Soviet convoy followed t h e 
British vehicles all the 110 
miles along the autobahn to 
the West German frontier. 


The British canceled the 


movement of a second convoy 
of 10 vehicles and 35 men 
which had been waiting 13 
hours at the allied checkpoint 
to follow the first one down 
the autobahn. 


A spokesman said "having 


proved our point and asserted 
our rights we did not think it 
necessary to duplicate t h e 
process with the second." 


The Soviets have given no 


explanation of their action. 
One theory being put forward 
here is that the Soviet gov- 
ernment wants to issue a 
sharp reminder that the Ber- 
lin problem is still unsolved 
w 1 . 1 1 c government changes 
arc taking place in Germany 
and Britain. 


The Russians this time did 


not display the military mus- 
cle t h e y had last Friday 
when they barred the way to 
the U.S. convoy, trying to en- 
ter Berlin from West Germa- 
ny. At that time they brought 
out 100 soldiers with subma- 
chine guns and other battle 
gear. TTiey threw a dozen ar- 
m o r e d personnel carriers 
across the highway.

South Korea's Strongman 
Park Emerges Victorious 


Seoul. Korea tf» — Strong- 


man C h u n g lice P a r k 
emerged victorious Thursday 
in the presidential election on 
the basis of unofficial returns. 
But he failed to win the big 
majority he had demanded to 
continue his firm rule in South 
Korea. 


Apparently beaten by a thin 


margin, his chief opponent fled 
from Park's military-political 
machine. The challenger, ex- 
president Yun Po-sun, h a d 
called the election the l a s t 
chance for democracy In 
South Korea for years to 
come. 


Park, who seized power in

Rockefeller Aide 


. So spoke Craig Smith of Llt- 
~t!e Rock, assistant to.financi- 
er Winthrop Rockefeller and 
, former senior administrator 
of the Arkansas Industrial De- 
velopment Commission. 
Arkansas has set an exam- 


ple which has proved to be 
the envy of other states. 


The Industrial development 
program got u n d e r way In 
1955, when the commission 
was created. In the first six 
years, Arkansas toted up 437 
new plants, 277 plant expan- 
sions—and 62,062 new jobs. 


An economic balance w a s 


created, with manufacturing 
Income actually surpassing 
agricultural earnings for the 
first time In history. 


Figures for 1960 showed 


106,071 persons employed in 
manufacturing. Manufactur- 
ing Income figures topped 
$383 million. Farm income 
stood at $348 million. 


The disproportion had his- 


torically been weighted heav 
ily on the side of agriculture. 
Back in 1940, manufacturing 
income had been $44 million 
compared to $151 million in 
farm income. 


In the first four years of 


Arkansas' development pro- 
gram, industrial employment 
leaped 11.4%. 


Those new figures indicate

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Peace Corps Not Peaceful

Currently running in The Star is a five- 
part series on the University of Nebraska 
training of Peace Corps members at the 
Agricultural College campus. From this 
scries it is plain to see that the Peace 
Corps is not very peaceful when it comes 
to training. But it is because of the rigorous 
nature of this training that these young peo- 
ple arc equipped to go out and promote 
the cause of peace in the far corners of the 
world.The experience of the corps id date Itas 
shown that the young people who are grad- 


uates of the business 
f i n d themselves in 
great demand f r o m 
American industry and 
this is pretty easy to 


understand. It might also serve to demon- 
strate to young people in other walks of life 
the value in pressing themselves to the lim- 
its of their capabilities. The training and 
then the work in which the Peace Corps 
members are involved are strenuous from 
both a physical and mental point of view. 
The individual weak anywhere along the 
line in either a mental or physical way is 
just not going to make the grade. 


These corps members must jam years 


of learning into a few short months and be 
able to take new and different experiences 
in their stride. If they meet a problem that 
confounds them, they must have the capaci- 
ty to solve It on their own because there 
is no other recourse in the foreign work they 
do. 


The Peace Corps is working and will 


continue to work for a number of reasons. 
For one thing, it is aimed at meeting a de- 
mand that has not been met by any other 
nation in the course of history. It has a 
humanitarian basis for its founding and has 
been conceived hi a true spirit of unselfish- 
ness. 


* 
Too, the Peace Corps has had the bene- 


fit of a dedicated adult leadership and 
the support of Congress and all the people 
of the United States. But most important 
of all is the conviction that the job of the. 
Peace Corps can be done. Involved here is 
the fact that the corps is predicated on 
the belief that man responds best to chal- 
lenge and performs to the best of his abil- 
ity when pushed always a little beyond 
that which seems at the moment to be all 
but impossible. The training program and 
the work that follows would be impossible 
if human beings did not respond to chal- 
lenge. Of course, there is a limit to what 
the human mind can absorb and the hu- 
man body endure but this limit is not what 
some people might believe it to be. 


The limit, at least of the mind, is one 


established by the knowledge that the world 
has today. There Is really no limit to the 
minds of many people except that limit 
which conies about as a result of our basle 
lack of knowledge. The only thing that the 
mind really cannot absorb Is that which It 
cannot be exposed to. We cannot absorb the 
full process of the creation of life, not be- 
cause it Is too complicated for the average 
person, but because the process Isn't known. 
Once we know the secrets of life, and It Is 
possible that we will some day. then It will 
take only concentration for this to be ab- 
sorbed by the mind and the Information 
used thereafter hi the pursuit of other un- 
known facts about the universe. 


Some may say that when we learn the 


secrets of life itself, we will have reached 
the end of the line, that there will be noth- 
ing further for us to do, but in this they 
are very much mistaken. Once we learn 
this secret, we will have just begun to go 
to work on the endless factors that influ- 
ence life such as disease, old age, etc. 


The situation Is even easier to demon- 


strate in comparison of the world today 
with what it was many years ago. There was 
a time, for instance, when jet airplanes 
could not have been mastered by the 
minds of men simply because there was 
not sufficient knowledge In the field of aero- 
nautics. Whatever Is the mind of man did 
not change hi its physical characteristics 
in the intervening years. 


The mind that could not figure out a 


jet engine during World War I is the same 


mind in its physical 
nature that is today in- 
timately 
acquainted 


with each and every 
detail of jet propul- 


sion. What happened in the meantime was 
the accumulation of sufficient new knowl- 
edge that the concepts of jet propulsion 
became clear. Thus, there really is no limit . 
to what the mind can absorb except the lim- 
it of what it can be exposed to and this 
is the theory on which the Peace Corps 
operates. It knows that the mind of the 
youthful student can take a terrific pound- 
ing if the individual is properly motivated. 


In this way, the Peace Corps is not 


only achieving very great things along its 
own line of international affairs, but it is 
an outstanding example to the world. Ho\v 
advanced a nation we would be if only every 
individual could be motivated to fulfill the 
limits of his ability! If all the nation were, 
in a sense, a Peace Corps in all that it did, 
we would not even recognire our level of 
achievement in comparison to what it is 
today.

We say, better late than never, and 
somehow every time a claim is paid Amer- 
ica feels a little more honorable.

The Senate would be more gen- 
erous to the poorer states. Both houses 
agree on a five year term for the program. 


Federal aid to vocational education is 


not new. The Smith-Hughes Act, provid- 
ing training in domestic science and agri- 
culture, has been in operation since 1917. 
The George Barden Act of 1946 extended 
the services to a limited number of other 
training categories. And in all there are 
presently slightly less than 4 million young 


students receiving training under federal 
aid. 


Under such circumstances the new vo- 


cational education measure faces nowhere 
near the difficulties posed against federal 
aid in the academic branches. And since 
both the House and the Senate Inve com- 
mitted themselves favorably it is to t > ex- 
pected that the two bills will be bene- 
ficially balanced and passed.

An opinion research firm 


reports that 52% of the 
population n e v e r stays 
away from home overnight 
in the course of a year. 
This is astonishing news to 
me, for I assumed most 
folks regarded as a major 
pleasure in life going to 
Cousin Clara's for the week- 
end, or popping in on the 
Smiths or Joneses for over- 
night visits. 


Some might attribute this 


lack of mobility to the fact 
that people can't afford to 
travel or have no one to 
visit. But this can hardly 
be the case in a civilization 
which abounds in together- 
ness and low-cost transpor- 
tation, and where the aver- 
age family income exceeds 
?5,000 a year. 


The answer must lie in 


apathy a n d indifference. 


Many folks just aren't as 
curious and as eager for 
new adventures as they 
might be. "I'm reasonably 
contented where I am," they 
may say, "so why not stay 
home?" 


Veteran freighter travel- 


er Larry Schloss exepresses 
the thoughts of adventurers 
everywhere, "I want to die 
with my travel boots on, 
far from the well-ordered 
life at home. Better, it seom 
to confuse the Angel when 
he drops in on his inevitable 
errand by not being at the 
expected rendezvous, wait- 
ing resignedly.

Erhard Is 
Germany's 
Chancellor 


Bonn. Germany 
WV- Lud- 


wig Erhard was elected chan- 
cellor Wednesday, completing 
a smooth transfer of power 
from Konrad Adenauer and 
starting a new era for West 
Germany. 


Erhard, carried Into office 


by his popularity as cconom 
ics m 1 n i s t e r, received 279 
votes in (he Bundestag (Par- 
liament) election. There were 
180 no votes, 24 abstentions 
and one invalid ballot. 


Erhard got 29 votes more 


than the 250 required to elect 
—a simple majority of the 
Budcstag's 499 members. Ad- 
enauer won by only eight in 
the last chancellor election in 
1961. 


The new chancellor. 66, is 


a white-haired, pink-cheeked, 
heavy man, famous for his 
big black cigars and his un- 
assuming ways. lie is mar- 
ried, has one daughter, and 
lives in a modest house in 
Bonn. 


Unless an unforeseen crisis 


develops, Erhard will govern 
until the next general elec- 
tion in 1965. This will be with 
the same middle-of-the-road 
coalition that has served un- 
der Adenauer in the past two 
years. The coalition is made 
up of Erhard's Christian Dem- 
ocrats, 
w i t h 
241 Bunde- 


stag members, and the Free 
Democrats, with 67. 


Mayor Wily Brandt of West 


Berlin leads the only other 
major political party in West 
Germany, the opposition So- 
cial Democrats. They provid- 
ed the no votes in the elec- 
tion. 


Erhard's succession to the 


chancellorship was agreed up- 
on by the coalition parties last 
spring. Adenauer made it pos- 
sible by resigning effective 
Tuesday, after abandoning hi 
original determination to staj 
in office. 


During his 14 years as chan 


ccllor, Adenauer shaped th 
country with his stern, dom 
ineering character. He over 
saw the rise from ruins to 
prosperity an the acceptance 
of West Germany as a re 
spectcd ally in the Western 
world. 


Erhard brings in an easy 


going democratic style. H 
plans to give the individua 
members of the cabinet more 
authority.

Projects Progress 


The first m e a s u r a b l e 


amount of progress in pro- 
posed multi-purpose develop- 
ment of Big Blue and Elkhorn 
River basin projects was evi- 
dcnced Wednesday at a meet- 
ing of interested state and fed- 
eral agency repres Natives. 


Studies on (he projects were 


Initiated in the spring of I960. 
The State Soil and Water Con- 
servation Commission hopes 
to have full basin development 
plans ready for lmplcr--nta- 
tion at the local level by 
1986. 


Russell Batie of Lincoln, re- 


presenting the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, re- 
ported on various phases of 
the surveys undertaken by 
that agency. 


Feasibility Analysis 


He reported that the feasi- 


bility analysis of the Elkhorn 
Basin shows that about 1,946,- 
000 acres are included in 
watersheds which appear eco- 
nomically feasible, and an 
additional 653,00 acres are in 
watersheds which a p p e a r 
questionable 


Sufficient information is not 


available to determine eco- 
nomical feasibility on 1,215,- 
000 acres of sandy hay mea- 
dows with a water disposal 
problem, he said.

Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, reported "steady" pro- 
gress in the Big Blue Basin 
with the Corps having inves- 
tigated about 25 sites as pos- 
sible locations for water con 
trol structures. Only prelim- 
inary reports on these have 
been completed, however.

four-year term for each mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Ttie forecast was made by 


one of the bill's supporters, 
Rep. F. E d w a r d Hebcrt, 
D-Lu., chairman of a House 
armed services subcommittee 
which heard a strong protest 
by an administration spokes- 
man. 


The witness, Deputy Secre- 


tary of Defense Roswell L. 
Gilpatric, did not deny t h a t 
Hcbert is correct about what 
President Kennedy would do. 
He commented only: "I 
wouldn't want to predict what 
his decision would be." 


Gilpatric noted, however, 


that the White House approved 
a letter by Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara 
opposing the proposal. T h e 


deputy secretary added that 
he was testifying for the ad- 
ministration, not only the De- 
fense Department. 


He said (he proposal to re- 


quire a full four-year term for 
each service chief would 11 e 
the President's hands In pick- 
Ing tils advisers, even though 
the military leader could be 
removed If he displeased the 
President while serving. No 
member of the joint chiefs 
could be reappolnted under 
the bill, authored by C h a I r- 
man Carl Vinson, D-Ga., of 
the House Armed Sen-ices 
Committee. 


Tliis latest friction between 


members of Congress and the 
Pentagon's civilian leaders 
came after Kennedy did not 
reappoint Adm. George W. 
Anderson chief of naval oper- 
ations, but made him an am- 
bassador, a n d reappointcd 
Gen. Curtis E. LeMay as Air 
Force Chief of Staff for only 
one year. 


S o m e Congress members 


have said they believe both 
Anderson and LeMay w e r e 
being punished for speaking 
their minds when their views 
differed with those of t h e i r 
civilian superiors. 


It has been Hie custom to 


appoint the uniformed chiefs 
of the Array, Air Force and 
Navy to two-year terms, most 
of them serving two terms 
and a few more than that. 


However, the law provides 


a four-year term for the Ma- 
rine Corps commandant. The 
law is silent about reappoint- 
mcnt but Gilpatric expressed 
belief t h a t a commandant 
could be reappointcd. 


Hebert and other backers of 


four-year terms for all c o n- 
tend that no chief has t h e 
freedom of expression that is 
vital to his relations w i t h 
Congress. T h e present sys- 
tem, Hebert said, makes the 
chiefs worry so about r e a p- 
pointment they are afraid to 


tell Congress what they really 
believe. 


While listening to GUpatrlc, 


Hebert commented that Yin- 
son favored two-year terms 
late In the 1940s but has since 
changed his view. 


Gilpatric, in protesting that 


the bill would tic the presi- 
dent's hands, told the con- 
gressmen: 


"As commander in chief, 


the President is in fact a 
commander. Just as in t h c 
case of a commander in the 
field, he should in no way* be 
restricted In his power to se- 
lect those principal military 
officers serving under h i m, 
who must carry out the pol- 
icies for which he alone is re- 


sponsible." 


As for concern that mem- 


bers of the Joint chiefs are 
reluctant to speak out, Gil- 
patric said Congress n e e d 
have no fear. 


"In fact, I would consider It 


a reflection on the character 
of the Individuals involved to 
Imply that, because they are 
serving under a term of less 
than four years, they are In- 
hlblted in any way in their ex- 
pression of their views," Gil- 
patric added. 


Reading into the record Mc- 


Namara's letter opposing the 
bill, Hebert said "this letter 
says a presidential veto. The 
decision has been made al- 
ready."

New York Of) — Mobster Jo- 


seph Valachi made a smash 
debut as a grand jury witness 
Wednesday as the state of 
New York sought the inside 
story of at least 10 under- 
world assassinations. He came 
to town under a security guard 
befitting the President of thft 
United States. 


"He's got a helluva mem- 


ory, that guy," said B r o n x 
Dist. Ally. Isidore Dolllngcr 
after talking to the 60-year-old 
mobster turned informer. 


Valachi enthralled a S e n- 


alc investigations subcommit- 
tee in Washington earlier this 
month with his recollections 
of the underworld syndicate—- 
or as he calls it, the Cosa Nos- 
tra, or "Our Thing." 


Specifics 


Wednesday, in a 75-minute 


appearance before a Queens 
grand jury, state authorities 
sought to pin him down on 
specifics — names, dates, wit- 
nesses, places — in an effort 
to solve various metropolitan 
area mob killings. 


"I got nothin' to say," the 


stocky, hcavy-jowlcd convlcl 
told newsmen as he arrived 
for his grand jury date, h i s 
first appearance outside t h e 
nation's capital as a s w o r n 
witness. 


Twenty U.S. marshals ac- 


companied Valachi to a n d 
from Washington in a f i v e - 
car caravan. Waiting at the 
Q u e e n s County Courthouse 
and on surrounding streets 
and rooftops were 300 c i t y 
1 a w enforcement 
officers, 


equipped w i t h bullet-proof 
vests and submachine guns 
The entire fifth floor where 
the grand jury sat was barred 
to spectators. 


Precautions 


The precautions were in- 


voked because the underworld 
purportedly has put a 8100,000 
price on Valachi's head. He is 
a federal prisoner serving a 
life sentence for slaying a fel- 
low prisoner in the A t l a n t a 
penitentiary in 1962. 


A touch of humor was added 


to the proceedings by a pros- 
pective juror found wandering 
the courthouse with a violin 
case under 9iis arm. The violin 
case long was utilized by un- 
derworld cautioners to con- 
ccal deadly weapons. 


The man, Nicholas D'Ami- 


co, was stopped half a dozen 
times and forced to prove that 
he really was carrying a vio- 
lin. As a musician, he ex- 
plained, he treasures the in- 
strument and always carries 
it with him.

Magaddino lie described as 
the irrefutable lord para- 


mount and titular head of syn- 
dicated, organized crime in 
the Buffalo-Niagara Falls 
and Toronto areas." 


The unlucky gangster, Ami- 


co said, was Albert Agucci, 
who operated in Toronto until 
he attracted Don Stcfano's un- 
favorable attention. Then he 
wound up in a field, mutilated 
and burned to death. 


Amlco said he viewed Agu- 


ecl's death as "a message to 
anyone else who had the 
temerity" to cross the crime 
syndicate's leaders. 


Amico, head of the Buffalo 


Police Intelligence 
Bureau, 
shared t h e closing-day wit- 
ness stand with W i l l i a m 
Schneider, B u f f a l o police 


commissioner. Schneider told 
the Senate investigations sub- 
committee: 


Not All 


"I want to make it clear 


that tills so-called syndicate 
of organized crime is not re- 
sponsible for all the crimes 
being committed in the Buf- 
falos area. There are crimi- 
nals of all ethnic groups op- 
crating in the Buffalo area." 


T h e s e others, he said, 


"have no ties or connections 
with the so-called Cosa Nos- 
tra." 


The subcommittee ordered 


tho deletion of references to 
"Italian," "Jewish" and 
"colored" on its charts of 
criminal organizations. 


Recounted 


An ex-member of the Cosa 


Nostra turned informer, Jo- 
seph Valachi, was the sub- 
committee's first w i t n e s s 
three weeks ago. Valachi re- 
counted his years as a pro- 
fessional hoodlum for the 
crime combine, which ended 
when he was marked for 
death for a supposed infrac- 
tion of the rules. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, 


D-Ark., subcommittee chair- 
man, laid much of Schneid- 
er's and Amlco's testimony 
supported ValachPs story. Va- 
lachi named Magaddlno as a 
leader of the Cosa Nostra, or 
Mafia, a far-flung crime or- 
ganization. 


Amlco agreed that Val- 


achi's testimony reassured 
him of the accuracy of his 
own criminal charts. He said 
these showed there are from 
120 to 125 syndicate members 
in the Buffalo area, Including 
75 to 80 in Buffalo proper, 20 
in Niagara Falls and 20 hi 
nearby Canada.

Nebraska's over-all c r o p 


production this year is rank- 
ing as the fifth largest of 
record, Uic State-Federal Di- 
vision of Agricultural Stalls- 
tics reported Wednesday. 


Based on conditions Oct. 1, 


production is estimated to top 
the 1947-49 average by 37%, 
the agency said. 


Improvement in corn, hay, 


sugar beets and dry beans as 
the result of nearly ideal 
weather d u r i n g September 
hiked the estimates on those 
c r o p s from the previous 
month. 


Corn was estimated to yield 


53 bushels per acre, a figure 
topped only by last year's 
phenomenal 61-bushel yield. 


Sorghum grain is estimated 


to yield 52 bushels, second on- 
ly to last year's 65. 


Estimated y i e l d of dry 


beans was placed at 1.900 
pounds per acre, second larg- 
est of record, but a soybean 
yield of 26 bushels per acre 
as now envisioned is a little 
below average. 


The fall potato crop is es- 


timated at 195 hundredweight 
per acre, second highest on 
record, and an indicated sug- 
ar beet yield of 16.5 tons per 
acre also ranks above aver- 
age. 


Production of all hay cur- 


rently Is estimated at 6.3 
million tons, compared with 
7.2 million last year and a 
1957-61 average of 6.8 million 
tons.

Just how did Trick-or-Treat 


and Halloween get together? 
Let's go into a little Hallo- 
ween history. At the dawn 
of history, wicked splrjts and 
tormenting devils were be- 
lieved to cast their spells on 
terrified humans on the last 
day of the 10th month when 
Saman, the Druid Lord of 
Death, assembled 
s i n f u l 


souls. Cemeteries were des- 
ecrated, evil deeds w e r e 
committed In the shadows of 
the harvest moon. It was a 
time of unbridled revelry. 


Later, this holiday became 


the vigil of Hallowmas when 
Pope Gregory III dedicated 
a chapel in St. Peter's Ba- 
silica to All the Saints'. In 
the Eighth Century, he des- 


Ignated November 1 as their 
collective holiday. 


In Latin America, October 


31 has preserved its earlier 
religious meaning, and on the 
eve of All Saints' Day, token 
offerings of small toys and 
delicate foods are made to 
"los angelitos," the souls of 
departed children who are 
believed to revisit t h e i r 
homes.

Six spades was not t h e 


ideal contract for East-West 
— six diamonds, which was 
practically a laydown, would 
have been far better — but 
declarer managed to make 
the slam anyhow.

and then cashed five dia- 
mond tricks, ending in his 
own hand. Now down to three 
clubs and two s p a d e s in 
each hand, he played a low 
club towards the jack in 
dummy. 


South took the king, but 


then, rather than give declar- 
er a ruff and discard, he re- 
turned a low club. E a s t 
guessed correctly by putting 
on the jack from dummy and 
thus made six spades. 


The result was that h i s 


team gained 1,830 points on 
the deal — having bid and 
made a vulnerable slam 
(worth 1,430 points) w i t h 
the East-West cards, after 
his teammates had bid and 
made a game (worth 420 
points) with the North-South 
cards.

1950, UNICEF was con- 
ceived in one small Ameri- 
can community, Halloween 
turned once again into a Hal- 
lowed Evening when t h e 
pupils of a Sunday s c h o o l 
class r e n o u n c e d their 
"treats" of candy in favor of 
collecting pennies, nickles 
and dimes—small coins which 
would greatly contribute to 
the welfare of less fortunate 
children in other ports of the 
world. A donation of $36 went 
to the United Nations Chil- 
dren's Fund. 


This pioneer venture was 


followed by other boys and 
girls, year after year more 
numerous and more enthusi- 
astic, until that first group's 
venture snowballed into the 
greatest effort of all times 
by children to help children. 
Imagine how many young- 
sters were involved when last 
year $2,000,000 was raised! 


Questions, Answers Concerning Sewing Problems

Q. When should I use round 
eyes and when straight eyes 
in hook and eye sets? Miss 
H.C. 


A. Use round eyes when 


the edges are to meet; 
straight eyes when the edges 
are to overlap. 


Q. Often 
when fitting 
a 


dress, there are wrinkles at 
the waistline or maybe from 
the side scam diagonally up 
to the bustline. What causes 
the wrinkles? Mrs. P L.. 


A. A wrinkle of ten points to 


a place that needs altering. 
A diagonal wrinkle that starts 
at the widest part of a dart 
often means that the dart is 
too wide. A wrinkle across 
the skirt just below the waist- 
line means that it is too tight 
In the hips and should be let 
out, 
probably at the side 


seams. A wrinkle that slants 
downward from the full part 
of the figure may be there 
because one of the darts is 
not wide enough.

A resolution calling on all 
countries to bar nuclear wea- 
pons from outer space won 
unanimous adoption Wednes- 
day in the U.N. General As 
sembly's main political com- 
mittee. It was slated for final 
approval in the Ill-nation as- 
sembly itself Thursday. 


The Soviet Union and the 


U n i t e d States, which had 
stated their Intentions not to 
station atomic weapons In 
space, sponsored the resolu- 
tion with the other 15 coun- 
tries that participate in t h e 
Geneva disarmament negotia- 
tions. 


France, which is boycotting 


those negotiations, joined in 
the applause that came when 
Committee Chairman Carl W. 
A. Schumann asked if there 
was any objection to 
the 


resolution. Hearing the ap- 
plause, Schurmann declared 
it "audibly adopted by ac- 
clamation." 


The action was the first 
s t e p toward disarmament 
since the Aug. 5 M o s c o w 
treaty for a limited nuclear 
test ban. It was regarded as 
a moral commitment on the 
part of the two big powers, 
the only countries now able to 
put nuclear-armed artificial 
satellites in orbit.

T. Fedorenko termed the de- 
cision "yet another Important 
step toward the slackening of 
international tension."

Brain Injury 
Caused Death 
. . . INVESTIGATION DEMANDED 


Baltimore (/P) — Ernie Knox, 26-year-old heavyweight 


once named Ring Magizine's "Promising Fighter of the 
Month," died early Wednesday of a brain injury received in 
his Monday night bout with Wayne Bethea. 


It was the year's eighth boxing fatality and at least the 


458th ring death in this century. 


Knox. a Baltimore construc- 


tion laborer whose sideline 
was prizefighting, d i e d in 
Provident Hospital, where he 
had undergone surgery Tues- 
day for removal of a blood 
clot between the brain and its 
membrane. 


Weighing 178, c o m p a r e d 


with Bcthea's 205, he w a s 
knocked out in the ninth round 
at the coliseum. 


Floored Earlier 


Knox had been floored earl- 


ier in the round by an over- 
hand right, took an e i g h t 
count, then regained his feet 
and was toppled by a volley 
of punches. 


He took the full count sit- 


ting down, then slumped onto 
his back and lay there f o r 
about 10 minutes before being 
carried out on a stretcher. 


His death brought a c a 11 


from Gov. J. Millard Tawcs 
of Maryland for an investiga- 
tion, a demand by M a y o r 
Theodore R. McKcIdin for a 
ban on boxing in the City's 
Civic Center, and preparation 
of an ordinance by C i t y 
Councilman Leon Rubcnstcin 
(o outlaw boxing In Baltimore. 


"It would be terrible to have 


a legal murder in the fine city 
building," said the mayor. "I 
don't want it to be fouled with 
the blood of some poor devil." 


'Primitive' 


Rubenstein called boxing "a 


throwback to the primitive 
age .. .for the idea is to have 
no compassion for opponent,

Maryland Athletic Commis-

Knox displayed no sign of 
brain damage in two post-bout 
examinations but was sent to 
Uic hospital as a precaution- 
ary measure. He appeared ex- 
hausted and dehydrated, the 
doctor said. 


The bout, witnessed by 869 


customers who paid $1.620, 
was the sixth defeat for Knox 
in 19 professional bouts. 


Official records show he had 


been knocked out twice before 
—the last time by Orrie Pa- 
schall on May 5,1961—and had 
10 victories and three draws. 


Ring Magazine named him 


"Promising Fighter of t h e 
Month" after he won his first 
five professional bouts in 1958. 


Made $243 


His 15 percent share of 


Monday' night's receipts was 
$243. 


Bclhca, a 31-year-old N c w 


Yorker who went into t h e 
ring with 28 victories, 18 de- 
feats, and two draws, re- 
ceived $500. Known primarily 
as a mauler, rather than a 
devastating puncher, he had 
knocked out 10 previous oppo- 
nents. 


Knox was unmarried. 
Tommassello, who with Dr. 


Evan Gilkes conducted t h e 
post-f i g h t examination of 
Knox, said the fighter did not 
appear to be in distress after 
the knockout. 


"Knox was able to open and 


close his eyes in the ring on 
command, and a neurological 
examination in the dressing 
room proved negative," Tom- 
massello said.

It was the year's eighth boxing fatality and at least the 


458th ring death in this century. 


Knox, a Baltimore construc- 


tion laborer whose sideline 
was prizefighting, d i e d in 
Provident Hospital, where he 
had undergone surgery Tues- 
day for removal of a blood 
clot between the brain and its 
membrane. 


Weighing 178, c o m p a r e d 


with Bethea's 205, he w a s 
knocked out in the ninth round 
at the coliseum. 


Floored Earlier 


Knox had been floored earl- 


ier in the round by an over- 
hand right, took an e i g h t 
count, then regained his feet 
and was toppled by a volley 
of punches. 


He took the full count sit- 


ting down, then slumped onto 
his back and lay there f o r 
about 10 minutes before being 
carried out on a stretcher.

Rustlers To Rejoice Saturday 
As New Law Reduces Penalties 


Saturday will be a day of 


rejoicing for cattle rustlers 
sitting in their cells at the Ne- 
braska Penal Cotnplex. 


It all started when the 1963 


Legislature decided a penalty 
of from three to 10 years Im- 
prisonment for doing a little 
"in a o n 11 g h t 
requisition- 


ing" was perhaps a little too 
stern. A new law which goes 
Into effect at 12:01 a.m. Sat- 
urday reduces the cattle rust- 
ling sentence from one to 
three years. 


Tiic law provides for those 


rustlers already imprisoned, 
as ,well as future rustlers. It 
contains a retroactive provi- 
sion making all inmates as- 
signed to the State Penitenti- 
ary or Men's Reformatory for 
cattle tiieft eligible for parole 
if they have served the one- 
year minimum. 


Records Compiled 


Aware of the new law, the 


State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles has ordered compiled 
the records of all inmates fall- 
ing into this category. 


The board will review the 


records and decide if tho in- 


mates should be considered 
for parole. Those qualifying 
will be granted a hearing and 
a chance to gain frcdeom. 


State Penal Complex rec- 


ords show 11 persons areiures- 
rntly serving tinre for cattle 
theft. All were given the three 
year minimum under the old 
law. 


Thus, had the law not been 


changed, the -inmates would 
have to serve out their f u l l 
three year terms. 


The old law was enacted in 


1099 and probably was consid- 
ered lenient at the time be-

earthquake

three New England states 
from the Atlantic O c e a n 
Wednesday, shaking buildings 
and frightening thousands of 
persons. 


There was no serious dam- 


age and no injuries were re- 
ported. Many persons thought 
the trembler was a sonic 
boom from an airplane break- 
Ing the sound barrier. 


The quake was felt in Mas- 


sachusetts, Rhode Island and 
New Hampshire in about a 
60 mile arc around Boston. 


Up to Minute 


The Rev. Francis J. Dono- 


hoc of the W c s t o n College 
Observatory said the earth- 
quake occurred at 9:32 a.m. 
(CST). It lasted one minute in 
some areas but only a few 
seconds in inland sections. 


"The quake was centered 


a b o u t 32 miles southeast of 
Gloucester, halfway between 
that city and Provincctown at 
the tip of'Capc Cod," Father 
Donohoc said. "It 
was a 


strong local quake felt as far 
south as Cape Cod and Prov- 
indcncc, R.I., as far north as 
a few sections of New Hamp- 
shire and inland from Bos- 
ton about 30 miles." 


Thousands 
were 
fright- 


ened by the trembler, espe- 
cially in the coastal areas. 
Many residents ran into t h e 
streets to see what had hap- 
pened. Police stations were 
flooded with calls. One wom- 
an, who explained that s h e 
thought her furnace exploded, 
telephoned the fire depart- 
ment, 


Many Quakes 


New England has cxperi- 


c n c e d many minor earth- 
quakes during the past three 
centuries. Boston has not ex- 
perienced an earthquake of 
any consequence since 1755 
when tremors toppled chim- 
neys, damaged houses a n d 
caused minor injuries to sev- 
eral'residents. 


At Itockport, Muss., near 


Gloucester, Patrolman Ells- 
worth Harris said: "I was in 
the post office when It hap- 
pened and you could really 
feel that building shake—and 
that's a pretty big building. 
I'll tell you that it was very 
pronounced." 


At Rockingham Park Race 


Track in Salem, N.H.. trotters 
were working out on the track 
when the trcmblor struck but 
the animals hardly b r o k e 
stride, according to Raymond 
Poirier who was w o r k i n g 
there.

Earlier this year the Senate 
committee arrived at a $4.2- 
billion figure, but these cuts 
were tentative and subject to 
further votes.

U.S., COMMON MART ACT 
TO SOLVE 'CHICKEN WAR' 


Washington (UPI) — The 


United States and the Europ- 
ean Common Market took a 
major step Wednesday toward 
resolving their "chicken war" 
by agreeing to submit the is- 
sue to a special panel of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT). 


Christian A. Herter, Presl- 


ident Kennedy's special trade 
negotiator, said a three-man 
panel from GATT would give 
an opinion on the loss in U.S. 
sales as a result of the high 
tariff. 


In effect, the panel would 


decide to what e x t e n t the 
United States can retaliate for 
the damage it feels has been 
suffered as a result of the 
Common Market's decision to 
Increase tariffs on U.S. chick- 
ens sent to its six members- 


France, Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg and Hol- 
land. 


Herter said a conservative 


estimate of the damages is $48 
million. The Common Market 
claims this Is much too high, 
and that the figure is between 
$13 and $19 million. 


Herter said the opinion to 


be given by the three-man 
GATT p a n e l would not be 
binding, but that he felt both 
sides would accept its deter- 
mination. 


He said he thought that the 


decision could come In about 
three weeks. 


Herter told a news, confer- 


ence that he felt this was an 
amicable way of resolving a 
dispute that has created "con- 
siderable bitterness" on both 
sides of the Atlantic.

Senate Unit OKs Aid Ban 
On Nations Assisting Cuba 


Washington W) — A bun on 


U.S. foreign aid to nutlons 
which permit their ships and 
planes to carry military or 
strategic goods to Communist 
Cuba was voted Wednesday 
by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions committee. 


It Is a little less restrictive 


than a provision approved by 
the House. 


Chairman J. W. Fulbrlght, 


D-Ark., reporting the action 
taken at a closed session, re- 
fused to speculate on when the 
committee would get around 
to nailing down the money 
amounts and wrapping up the 
measure. He said "we made 
a little progress—an awful lot 
of steam was blown off." 


The House slashed about $1 


billion from President Ken- 
nedy's $4.5-billion r e q u e s t . 
Earlier this year the Senate 
committee arrived at a $4.2- 
billion figure, but these cuts 
were tentative and subject to 
further votes.

U.S., COMMON MART ACT 
TO SOLVE 'CHICKEN WAR' 


Washington (UPI) — The 


United States and the Europ- 
ean Common Market took a 
major step Wednesday toward 
resolving their "chicken war" 
by agreeing to submit the is- 
sue to a special panel of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT). 


Christian A. Herter, Presi- 


ident Kennedy's special trade 
negotiator, said a three-man 
panel from GATT would give 
an opinion on the loss In U.S. 
sales as a result of the high 
tariff. 


In effect, the panel would 


decide to what e x t e n t the 
United States can retaliate for 
the damage it feels has been 
suffered as a result of the 
Common Market's decision to 
increase tariffs on U.S. chick- 
ens sent to its six members- 


France, Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg and Hol- 
land. 


Herter said a conservative 


estimate of the damages is $48 
million. The Common Market 
claims this is much too high, 
and that the figure is between 
$13 and $19 million. 


Herter said the opinion to 


be given by the three-man 
GATT p a n e l would not be 
binding, but that he felt both 
sides would accept Us deter, 
mlnatlon. 


He said he thought that the 


decision could come In about 
three weeks. 


Herter told a news, confer- 


ence that he felt this was an 
amicable way of resolving a 
dispute that has created "con. 
sidcrable bitterness" on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 


JFK Told 
Of N-Fleet 
Progress 


Washington W — President 


Kennedy was told Wednesday 
by the secretary-general of 
NATO, Dirk Stikker, t h a t 
some progress is being made 
toward creating a multi-nation 
nuclear naval force. 


Stikker said he had a very
